kaow of fact sad journalism. Two ar* Wolf sou's foraor Waahiagtoa bass aad his first 

wifo'a toraiaal iUaoss. Tho oalsaioa of this illaess at tho tla* he said he had to stay 
out of jail for a while laagor strikes as as vaagoful writ lag. 

I*u had llttl* rocolloctioa of how w* aot. *our wife probably did aot kaow so well 
whoa I was a Sonata invaatigator aad ska was ia our office* of tea. ( She, ay wife aad Hurt 
Whaolor’a daughter c raac*m wore the youag weaea wke thea did what they ceuld about 
Japanoaa aggrassioa by weariag lial# atockiaga.) Virgiaia Durr roaaabors a* soil, if 
yau waat to learn about aa fro* those you kaow. 

Ia rocoat year* I have devoted ayaelf, set quite exclusively, te the palitical 
assassinations. I have sever beea ia pursuit ef a vkoduait. My werk is a vary large atudy 
ef our basic iaatituttaaa ia tla* #f crlaia. Ia the course of it I have deae virtually 
all tho solid work set ia accard with the efficial explaaatioas ef the J5X aad Mag 
aasassiaatiaaa. I have begua the depeait ef ay papars ia a Major university systea. 

There is coatunuiag interest la them because aiae is subataatial werk. A week age I had 
a request far these paper* fraa a large woot-coast university. The head #f another

He had 
glanced casually at seas of the dcouaonts I had with mm and abauptly terainatod out nset- 
iag by having ue ushered to oao of tho cottagoa. I have neither aeon nor hoard fro* kin 
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mince* Befure he terminated the audience he did knew the essence ef what I had developed 
relating te the involvement ef seme ef the Watergate characters with the Nixen-Ferd 
efferts against the Ceurt members* when he seemed usable te detach hiaself free the 
hersee and speeches favorable te these I knew te be charlatan* 1 did ask him te de what 
he ceuld te sake iafermatlom available te me* This was limited*! te these £eurt efferts* 
Net him* happened* Considering what x had amd shewed him im selid evidence this was them 
surpriaim* ame mew it ia mere se* 

RV thing* surest themselves. 1 hare me way of knowing whither »ty is relevant*

after the change im administrations, tha first Sunday Ford is net *reBid#at* Another 
is that it wac fed te ^eb Woodward, wheae non-reporting in Watergate ia part acceunta 
fer the fact that what I report above ia met public knew ledge* 

I de aot knew if what I knew is of interest te you* If it is I de get te Washington 
free time to tine* I suppose because ef the clots I have been cautioned against injury 
or Jarring* However, once the weather clears I will be going there fer seae bleed tests 
if you want te speak te ms* u bviously I am asking me thing ef yeu*
